church. I remember mobile ‘fox hunts” and 
trying to put up a Field Day antenna sus- 
pended from a weather balloon filled with 
hydrogen! 

There were dynamotors that dimmed 
the lights on my Ford Falcon Futura when I 
would stop at an intersection and press the 
push-to-talk switch on my mobile transmit- 
ter. [remember building my own stuff, and 
the joy of seeing something I had made 
actually work! I remember the full-sized 4- 
element 20 Meter beam I had when I lived 
in Fairview Village, the prop pitch motor 
used to turn the thing and the selsyns used 
to make up its direction indicator. 

I remember tinkering with teletype, 
my first RTTY machine (a Model 12 Klein- 
schmidt), and building my own terminal 
unit. I remember tuning in teletype signals 
using an oscilloscope, and the awe I felt in 
seeing stuff print out on paper. 

I remember crystals, grid dip meters, 
Heathkits, reed-type ac frequency meters, 
and when I got my first transceiver, a trans- 
mitter and receiver that came in the same 
box! And I recall my first book on transis- 
tors, and the difficulty I had trying to under- 
stand the theory behind them and how they 
worked. I know I am getting old because I 
remember vacuum tubes too fondly, and 
realize that those days were the last in 
which I had a really good understanding of 
electronic theory and how things worked. 

I don’t miss the “good old days” be- 
cause, by today’s standards, the technology 
was really pretty crude and primitive. We 
had to work a lot harder for the accomplish- 
ments we did achieve... but it was fun 
nevertheless, and there were many good

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“Wanamaker Wireless” 
From A Friendly Guide-Book to The Wanamaker Store, Philadelphia 1916 


n 1878 the Wanamaker Store was 

the first store in the world to be 

equipped with electric lights. 

Again, it was first to install tele- 
phones as an essential part of its service 
to the public. 

Keeping pace with this record for 
progress, the Wanamaker Stores became 
on Monday, May 22, 1911, the first 
great stores of the world to be equipped 
as official wireless telegraph stations for 
the service of the public, with the coop- 
eration of the Marconi Wireless Tele- 
graph Company. These stations are open 
for the receipt of messages during Store 
hours, and will send to any steamer one 
hundred and fifty or more miles away, if 
it has a Marconi apparatus. In the Phil- 
adelphia Store messages are taken at the 
Telegraph Office, Main Floor, West 
Aisle. The regular rate is charged-$2 for 
the first ten words, and 12 cents for 
every additional word (rates are lower in 
the case of a few coast-wise steamers). 
Messages received at the station from 


steamers are delivered over land wires, 
the usual land toll being added. 

Those having accounts with the 
Wanamaker Store may receive and send 
messages and have them charged, ifthey 
desire. Incoming passengers from Eu- 
rope may send orders to Wanamaker’s 
via the wireless; the Store will fill them 
and, if desired, will have the goods at the 
steamer when it docks. 

The Wanamaker stations in Phila- 
delphia and the New York Stores are 
next to the most powerful sending sta- 
tions in the country, being second only 
to that at South Wellfleet, Cape Cod, 
Massachusetts. The Philadelphia Sta- 
tion has sent direct messages as far as 
Colon, Panama, a distance of two thou- 
sand miles, and incoming steamers re- 
port that they can copy Wanamaker mes- 
sages a thousand miles out to sea. At 
night-when there are no sun rays—the 
sending power is even greater. The speed 
is the greatest in the country—more than 


forty words a minute can be sent. 
The Stentor—Friends of the Wanamaker Organ 
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brought two 800 MHz repeaters and 100- 
800 MHz HTs. 

The police in the Panhandle are on 
UHF, 450 MHz. The 800 MHz equipment 
was used by the National Guard, other 
agencies, and the multitude of police from 
other Florida Counties as far away as Mi- 
ami, who came into the disaster area. This 
relieved the local police frequencies of the 
heavy additional traffic. The 800 MHz sys- 
tem used a 60 foot portable tower that we 
brought with us. 

I maintained communications with the 
Lee County EOC three times a day on 40 
and 75 meters. I also was in contact with the 
Bay County EOC on their RACES/ARES 
repeater on 2 meters. 

I returned home with some of the team 
the following Thursday, making it a full one 
week trip. 

Back home, Bonita Springs has had 91 
inches of rain so far this year... and it’s still 
raining! 

Whew... Roxanne did not turn north!

f you are as old as I am, you will 

[sent taking your first FCC exam 
ination at the U. S. Customs House in 

Philadelphia, Joe Welsh and the Engineer- 

in-Charge, whose name was Roberts. 

My first transmitter was a Heath AT-1 
and it was a CW-only rig using a single 6L6. 
I remember “radio row” along Arch street, 
where it seemed you could buy anything 
ever made that contained electronic com- 
ponents. I remember Herback and Rade- 
mann, and when M & H Sporting Goods on 
Market street carried a full line of electron- 
ics in its basement. 

Other places frequented included Ra- 
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dio 437, also on Market street, and, on 11th 
street, Eugene G. Wile, Inc. and the old 
biddy who ran the place, Mrs. Wile (who, 
under her tough exterior, was really pretty 
nice). And I remember General Radio on 
Markley street in Norristown. 

I remember the thrill of my first CW 
contact as a Novice, and being so nervous 
that I could barely make myself under- 
stood. I still have the QSL from that con- 
tact: it was a WN8 in Ohio, and it was his 
first contact too, and his fist was just as 
shaky. 

I remember how hard I worked to make 
a contact with the South Pole so I could 
quality for my “Worked All Continents” 
certificate, and that was in 1957! The effort 
must have exhausted me because it took 
another 36 years for me to work that hard 
again and qualify for my next operating 
award, DXCC! 

I remember Thordarson transformers, 
Cinch-Jones connectors, James Millen coils, 
IRC resistors and when Barry Barker still 
ran Barker and Williamson. There were 
811-As, mercury vapor regulator tubes that 
glowed an eerie purple even in broad day- 
light, and when everyone switched to 
grounded-grid power amplifiers. 

Iremember when single sideband made 
its first appearance... andthe ‘Donald Duck” 
talk that resulted when I used the BFO on 
my NC-300 receiver to tune in the stuff. I 
remember the thrill of buying my first SSB 
transmitter, a Central Electronics 100-V 
with its broadband, no-tune pair of 6146 
finals and built-in oscilloscope. And I re- 
member with fondness by HRO-60 receiver 
with its set of plug-in band coils. 

I remember holding a regular Sunday 
morning schedule with a soldier friend in 
Bornholder, Germany, and working him 
frequently from my 10-Meter mobile run- 
ning at just 8 watts when our schedules 
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the Caribbean Islands. A local family 

called the Lee County EOC seeking 
help in contacting relatives on Anguilla and 
St. Martin. The EOC called me and asked if 
I could help. That call resulted in me being 
on the air frequently for about 3 weeks, and 
my becoming a TV celebrity! 

Via the United Nations Net on 20 
meters, I was able to get the local family 
together with their relatives. Fortunately, 
everyone was safe. There were reports that 
out of about 800 boats in Simson Lagoon on 
St. Martin only about 80 were afloat, and 
most of those were aground! 

Then Marilyn struck the Virgin Is- 
lands. Somewhere along the way, two local 
TV stations were made aware of my activ- 
ities. They interviewed me, and video taped 
me in my ham shack, and I appeared in 
about four newscasts! As a result of the TV 
coverage, I started to get numerous phone 
calls from people seeking help. Luckily, I 
crossed paths with Andrew, WP2E, and his 
wife Dianne, NP2FR, who were operating 
portable on St. John. Their home had been 
damaged, and they were operating in anoth- 
er building using diesel generator power. 

For about 2 weeks, I contacted WP2E 
at 8 A.M. and 6 P.M. each day on 20 meters. 
I called the local Red Cross here, and han- 
dled all of their inquiries for St. John, in 
addition to those that I received via the local 
phone calls. WP2E was able to relay inquir- 
ies to St. Thomas, when required, via a 2- 
meter repeater that was in operation. 

St. John is a relatively small island, 
and, in spite of the extensive damage, An-

drew would hop into his four-wheel drive 
vehicle, and drive to the other end of the 
island to personally contact people that we 
were inquiring about! 

Fortunately, most of the information 
that I was able to obtain was good news, 
except for one: St. Thomas was devastated, 
and three relatives of a local family report- 
ed that, while they were OK, each of their 
homes had been completely destroyed. 

My operations were time consuming, 
but extremely rewarding. I received cards 
and phone calls from people thanking me. 
However, the real heroes were the ham 
radio operators, such as WP2E and NP2FR, 
who operated in the affected areas under 
extremely difficult conditions. 

This was to be the end of my article, but 
my telephone rang and it was the Lee Coun- 
ty EOC again. Would I accompany a Lee 
County Government communications team 
to Panama City, FL as a result of hurricane 
Opal? The answer—Yes. 

A ten-vehicle caravan, consisting of a 
52 foot communications trailer, a comm- 
bus and other vehicles hauling gen-sets and 
tower trailers, etc. made the 500 mile trek. 
I drove a RACES Bronco hauling a gen-set. 
I had 2 meter and hf communications capa- 
bility in my vehicle. The Hurricane hit 
Panama City on Wednesday night, and we 
arrived there at 4 A.M. on Saturday. By 6 
A.M. we had all antennas up and communi- 
cations operational. 

We set-up one block from the beach, 
overlooking the Gulf. We put up a RACES 
30 foot tower with a GSRV antenna off of it. 
A Motorola engineer accompanied us, and
